and1 the river. So far. Wolfe had 
been" unable to find a surface well 
"that contained good water. They 


p-olluted with sewage -that 


leaked from the cesspools and with 
jthe :washings by Vain of the foul 
yards and courts. The river water 
was drunk by scores of families. 


Most of the cottage property was 


in a state of dilapidation, and the 
a'lleys and lanes were damp and 
dirty. Nothing whatever appeared 
to have been done to evolve some 
system of scavenging. Many of the 
back gardens and yards were mere 
refuse heaps. Slops were thrown 
out into the lanes or on to the 
ground outside the back doors. 


The general mortality in the town 


appeared to be very high. Consump- 
tion scoured the damp, low-lying 
quarters by the river. Many dis- 
eases that arose out of unsanitary 
surroundings were endemic. The 
infant mortality was no worse than 
in other towns, nor had rheumatism 
crippled the people as m u c h as 
Wolfe w o u l d have expected. It 
seemed certain that most of the 
common diseases of everyday life 
were both more prevalent and more 
disastrous in their effects. In the 
case of a "filth disease" getting a 
foothold ID the town, its ravages 
were likely to be catastrophic.
